Miss Strachan Againet Effort to Have 
Gov. Dix Veto Equal Pay Bill. 


Grace C. Strachnan, President of the 
Interborough Association of Women 
‘Teachers, issued last night a statement 
in reply to thé criticisms of the Fusion 
members of the Board of Estimate on 
the Equal Pay bill, and their request 
of Gov. Dix that he veto it. Miss 
Strachan intimates that these gentle- 
Men’ are not altogether familiar with 
‘some of the provisions of the bill, and 
{jeuggests that’ minor changes, if found 
advisable, be made by amendment next 
year rather than defeat the whole plan 
now by a veto. 

“My first feeling,” she says, “ when 
reading of the action of these miembers, 
was one of surprise, almost consterna- 
tion,’ EFeéause Mr. Prendergast, Mr. 
Mitchel, Mr. McAneny, and Mr. Steers 
aro all well-known believers in the 
principle ‘for which the women teachers 
have Been so long contending, and we 
believed that these“dfficiais were re- 
joicing with us in the prospects of a 
speedy settlement of this question.

land. and the South are far from being 
eatisfactory. The tendency in price seems 
to be downward, and while manufacturers 
are doing their best to give support to 
-the market, buyers have. ‘succeeded in 
securing lower quotations. They have 





42) been waiting for lower values for several 


months, and some of the purchases which 
have been made are distinct bargains in 
themselv and there is much doubt 
whether Rae purchases can be dupli- 
cated, for to the manuffacturers they 
represent a logs based on the cost of cot- 
ton and the cost attendant upon manu- 
facturing the .products.. On the other 
hand, the trade has been in such a weak 
condition and the demand so very slow 
that manufacturers were forced to sell 
or suffer an accumulation of stocks which 
would. be very difficult to get rid of 
later.

All this shows the importance which 
attends the participation of King 
George and Queen Mary in a proces- 
sion of elephants, and it may be imag- 
ined in what a quandary Queen Mary’s 
refusal to. mount such an animal. placed 
the Indian officials. 

This is not the only trouble raised 
by the Durbar preparations. It ap- 
pears that there-is no precedent for 
taking the Crown’ jewels out of Eng- 
land. It is.naturally the desire of the 
King and Queen and their advisers that 
the Crown jewels should be at their 
disposal at’ Delhi, so that their orna-. 
ments may’ stand comparison with the 


magnificent: gems of the Indian poten- 
tates. Here comes the hitch, Some- 
body: in authority refuses to allow the 
Crown jewels to be removed from Eng- 
land except by-a special warrant, 
which, so far as has yet been ascer- 
tained, nobody is in a position to give.

He declared th less 
resultant to injury, less responsive to 
treatment, and’no more enduring of pain 
than the simple and hardy peasants of 
Thuringia amongst whom he had form- 
erly practiced. Three other physicians, 
each of whom had practiced a quarter 
century .on more in China, had observed 
no difference in the physical .reactions 
of the two races.

home had so faded with time that they 
lacked one of the ‘terms of the compari- 
son. Moreover, two .of these. admitted 
under : quéstioning. that ‘the Chinese do 
stand high fevers remarkably well and 
that they do recover ‘from blood. poison- 
ing when a white man would die.

\ Progress is due to the adoption of Ameri- 


tan mechanical ideas. So much he found, 
end, in that interview called my attention 
to, in which America excels.

He tells how he himself was dis- 
posed to be a-pro-Johngon man until Liy- 
man Trumbull converteft him; yet Trum- 
bull afterward switched and was one of 
the handful of Republican Senators who 
saved the President from conviction. 
** Johnson,” Trumbull had. said," “is an 
obstruction to the Government and should 
be removed,” and, acting on that opinion, 
Culloin had voted for the articles of “im- 
peachment. 

Then, when the Civil Rights bill. was 
passed over Johnson's veto,“ the excite- 
ment. was intense. The result seemed to 
depend entirely ‘On the vote of Senator 
Morgan of’ New York, and he seemed to 
be irresolute, uncertain in his’own mind 
which way he would vote. The call of 
the roll proceeded. When his name was 
reached there was profound silence. He 
first ‘yoted nay, and then immediately 
changed to yea. A wonderful demonstra- 
tion burst forth, as it- ‘was then ‘known 
that the bill would pass over the veto of 
the President, and that. the. Republican 
Party in Congress at last had ‘complete 
control.”’

The President wanted 
Hoar to read the message he had pre- 
pared, and he explained his position to 
Hoar ‘in his. usual vigorous fashion," 
trying to get the Senator’s attention to 
the message. Seygtor Hoar seemed averse 
to reading it, but finally sat down, and 
without seeming to pay any particular 
attention to what he was perusing, he re- 
mained for a minute or two, \then arose 
and said: 

“*T hope I may never live. to see the 
day when the interests of my country 
are placed above its honor.’ 

“He at once retired from the room 
without uttering another word, proceed- 
ing to the Capitol. 

“Later in the morning he came to me 
with a. typewritten. paper containing the 
conversation between the President and 
himself, and asked me ‘to certify -to- its 
correctness. I took the paper/and read 
it over, and as it séemed to be correct, as 
I remembered the’ conversation, I- wrote 
my name on the bottom of it. I have 
never seen or heard .of the paper since.”’

‘“‘ Harrison,” he declares, ‘‘ did not treat 
Blaine with that degree of confidence 
and courtesy one would expect from the 
Chief Executive to the premier of his 
Cabinet; while on the other hand Blaine 
hated Harrison, and was plotting more or 
less against him while he was a’ member 
of the Cabinet, The President talked yery 
freely about Mr. Blaine. He declared that 
he had been doing the work of the State 
Department himself for a year or more; 
that he had prepared every important 
official document, an@~had the originals 
in his own handwriting in’ the désk before 
him, And yet, he said, Mr. Blaine, as 
Secretary of State, was giving out ac- 
counts of what was being done in the 
State Department, taking all the credit 
to himself. He expressed himself as being 
perfectly willing to carry a soldierjs knap- 
sack when the soldier was footsore or 
tired, and all that he wanted in return 
was acknowledgment of the act and a 
show of appreciation.” 

**T never thought,” says Cullom of the 
famous McKinley tariff, which took. that 
statesman to the White House, * that Mr. 
McKinley showed any particular skill in 
framing that tariff. My understanding is 
that. it was prepared by the majority of 
‘the Committee. on Ways and Means.”

These professors so caricatured in 
“ Lothair ” were drawn from his own con- 
temporaries—his acquaintances, indeed, 
his persone! friends. Cardinal Grdandi- 
son is mainly founded upon Cardinal 
Manning «with just a soupcon of his 
predecessor in the See of Westminster. 
Cardinal Wiseman, Monsignor Catesby 
is drawn direct from Monsignor Capel, 
In neither case did Disraeli take any 
pains to conceal the fact of portraiture. 
The models are unmistakably re- 
vealed. Indeed by a slip of the pen or 
of the types “Capel,” instead of 
“Catesby,” was printed in the third 
volume of the first edition. 

Most novels treat of love. In this 
novel love is. subordinated to the tri- 
angular struggle between the Church 
of Rome, the Church of England and 
the revvlutionary societies in Ireland 
and Italy. 

Curiously enough, Disraeli's distrust of 
the secret societies was as profound as 
his distrust of the Roman, Catholic 
Church, though he uses their machinery 
for the redemption of Lothair from the 
ecclesiastical toils into which he had 
fallen. 

{at the time of the publication of this 
novel a great deal of criticism was squan- 
dered upon the alarmist character of 
Lord Beaconsfield’s views on this subject. 

The admirers of Mazzini and Garibaldi 
expressed infinite contempt for the nofion 
that so high and holy a cause as that of 
Italian unity could ever have been pol- 
luted by the’ association of its leaders 
with Hungarian and Polish. conspiracies, 
with the French Commune, and with 
Irish disaffection. 

Probably few people looking back upon 
the period covered by “Lothair” will 
hesitate’ to admit that the ramifications 
of the revolutionary system in Europe 
were much better appreciated and under- 
stood by the author of ‘‘ Lothair’’ than 
by most of his contemporary critics. 

Miss Fanny Barrow, in the Galaxy for 
November, 1870, gives us a*glimpse of 
Capel as he appeared in that year. He 
‘was at Pau, staying there for his health, 
and also to take charge of the Catholic 
mission there. The Pope, it was whis- 
pered, had given him a special additional 
charge to use his almost ifresistible-per- 
sonal magnetism in the interests of his 
religion upon all invalids of all faiths 
and all nationalities, and especially on 
all desolate and sorrowing women.

Thus it was, in’ 1808, at the age of 38, 
that Dr. Brady. “happened” into lter- 
ature, as he expresses it. With small 
faith in his fitness for the venture, he 
wrote “For Love of Country” without 
im any“ way trespassing onthe time or 
attention belonging to his clerical work, 
and ft is not one of.the least remarkable 
things about the literary career of this 
maker of forty books that he has never 
deviated from this course. © 

No demand from the field ,that has 
brought him fortune is strong enough to 
glacken hig activity in his profession, 
and to his’ parishioners of St. George's 
Church in Kansas City he ig, first of 
all, their spiritual friend and guide.

Abbott, he had already gained a wide rep- 
utation.as @ pulpit orator before he be- 
gan to write for publication, but; as in 
the case of Dr. van Dyke, his vogue asa 
popular preacher was not an essential 
preliminary to his success as a writer. 
His first book, ‘The Investment of In- 

uence,” showed him to be master of a 
style which could not fail to be. popular: 
It has been said of Dr, Hillis that even 
his sermons are miore engrossing ‘when 
read than when they are delivered by 
word of mouth. This is the highest praise 
when this. autthor’s success on the plat- 
form is taken inte consideration. ° 

Unlike most ministers who -have made 
large sums of money from the sale of 
their writings, Charles H. Parkhurst made 
his initial attempt before. he was. or 
dained to the ministry, ‘That it did not 
achieve instant popularity,’’ said Dr. 
Parkhurst. in a recent interview, -“‘ may 
haye been due to its title, ‘Horms of the 
Latin Verb Illustrated by. the Sanskrit.’ 
I admit that it does not contain the elé- 
ments of popularity, but at the..tithe it 
was published-it was the most interesting 
subject in the world to me.” ‘Although the

» Thirteen. years later, when Dr. Park- 
hurst had made himself famous by three 
years', preathing in: the Madison Square 
Presbyterian Church, in New York City, 
the ‘volume of sermons which he put into 
print met with a far more cordial recep- 
tion. Although he has not been: a volum- 
inous writer, Dr. Parkhurst’s books have 
had a wide sale, and there is still an ac- 
tive: market for them. Most of them are 
devotional .{n character, but one of~ the 
most ‘popular of them, ‘“‘ Our Fight. With 
Tammany,” is ‘markedly : secular. 


Robert J. Burdette is another example 
of a minister who “broke into litera- 
ture’ beforo fixing on the ministry as a 
permanency, Unlike Dr. Parkhurst; how- 
ever, Burdette made a‘ name for himself 
in the world of lefters before he entered 
the clerical: profession. ~It has hdppened 
more than once that a man trained in 
theological methods has in after life be- 
come famous for his humor, but the -in- 
stance of a professional humorist. turned 
successful preacher ;is-a rare one. Dean 
Swift effected the former. combination 
with considerable dexterity, and Burdette 
has made a notable success of the latter.

his farm produced wheat, oll, and wine, 
just as now along the slopes of the moun- 
tains we see waving fields of corn, the 
delicate green of the olive trees, and the 
darker foliage of the vines with their clus- 
tering tendrils and the crimson and gold- 
en bunches of the grapes.

EWSPAPER folk are prone, too much 
so, it may be, to belittle the “ pro- 
fessional journalist,” and schools of 

journalism they like to consider, among 
themselves at least, as means to extract 
the all-too-scarce-in these days-dollars 
from the pocket of the uons.’ Hence 
it may be that a newspaper view of a 
book on the making of a newspaper is too 
biased for really fair judgment.~ 

The book in point is “ The Practice of 
Journalism,” by Walter Williams and 
Frank L. Martin, professors in the School 
of Journalism of the University of Mis- 
sourl. (BE. W. Steph Publishi Com- 
pany, Columbia, Mo. §2.) It is cénfessed- 
ly a textbook, and as such of little in- 
terest to any but students, for there is lit- 
tle in it to engage the attention of the 
general reader, and to the experienced 
mewspaperman most of i is an old story. 
There is, however, much good advice to 
the “cub” reporter, and much that. his 
older’ co-worker has been told many times 
and shotid khow, tut which he, too, often 
falis to observe, | 

The volume goeg into all. branches of 
newspaper making—business office, me- 
chanical, edftorfai, and city departments 
—the greatest space being given “td 
, the last-named work. How things should 
: be done, not how they are, is the burden 
of the book. But, when all! is said, re- 
porting ‘sa trade or profession, if you 
will, that cannot be learned as one learns 
to lay bricks. It is more like learning 
to walk on stilts, The young worker must 
develop himself. He will get many a hard. 
knock, but thug,only. can he learn, Any 
one cari fedrn‘a set of rules, but in news- 
paper offices it is said, and often truly, 
that rules are made to he broken—even 
column rules. But when‘a y sees 
the rules he learned so religiously in his 
journalistic school ruthlessly swept aside 
he is naturally 6onfused. 

Newspaper work cannot be done by rule 
of thumb, The “cub” must start in at 
the bottom and fight and study, a and peg. 
away; and ‘develdp ‘in ‘his’ own ‘way by 
himself. Anthony Trollope. it :was wid. 
is credited with saying that ay one could 
write @ novel, and he pointed to his own’ 
case in proof, btit there are’ téw Trollopes 
in’the newspapef game.’ 

Better than textbook on jaurralism: 
for the beginner would be for him to read

NLY an American expatriate, 
shrinking with all his super- 
sensitive soul from the jars 
and shocks of a still so dis- 

cordant and undistipline¢d American 
striving, may savor quite exquisitely 
that “hushed and storied” charm of 
“ancient and assured elegance” which 
belongs to a certain sort of English 
life. Only an American under the spell 
of that charm may feel, perhaps, quite 
adequately the tragedy involyed in 
the purchase and transpert to Amer- 
ica of art treasures long held ¢aptive 
in some “ great and «ypported house” 
of the British lauded aristocracy.

times if ptepared as they are in the best 
English kitchens. The golfer, the. bage- 
ball player, the growing. schoolboy, 
for instance,. would welcome English 
béeefsteak pudding: and would have no 
cause to regret the solidity of it after- 
ward. : 

This: pudding requires a rich boiling 

pastry made of five dr six.ounces' of suet 
and ‘half a pint of water or milk; oF use 
oné and a half pounds of flour, butter, 
and water. Rell ft out about a qtarter of 
an ineh. thick and.have the pudding dish 
well greased before lining it with the 
paste. The beefsteak must be good and 
tender. Cut it into slices: about four 
inches long. Seéason these, flour them, 
and roll tightly. Bull. the pudding dish 
with them, ‘leaving, however, enough 
spacé for the water which is to form the 
gravy. ; 

Cover the top with pastry, of course, 
and be careful to have the edges care- 
fully secured. 

It fs steamed for four or five hours, 
and is served in the. bowl, folded about 
with a napkin. 

A variation of this dish ig beefsteak and 
kidney pudding, a fine specimen of which 
requires two pounds of tender steak and 
two kidneys. Season the meats to your 
taste, using salt and black pepper. 

Cut the steak into pieces about an inch 
square ahd cut the kidney into eighths. 
Line the dish as above and fill with the 
meats. 

Now pour on the water. Bome cooks 
sprinkle Ina little flour to thicken the 
gravy, La unlegs it ts liked quite thick 
this is” not “nécessary.

VIOLIN: SOLO SONATAS. 


Mr. Albert Spalding Speake His Mind 
'  &hout Bach’s and Reger’s.’ 
‘To the Editor of The New York Times; 
Your review in Sunday morning's TrMEs 
4 my’ recital at Carnegie Hall contains 
mach that interests me by the novelty of 








collected by Mr, Kurt Schindler from the 
works of Glinka, Dargomijeky, Rubinstein, 
Borodine, Cul, Moussorgsky. Balakirew, 
Tschaikowsky, Rimsky-Korsakow, “Aren- 
sky, Glazunoff and Rachmaninoff. Most 
of these will be entirely new to. musical 
amateurs and professionals Slike. Rubin- 
stein and Tschaikowsky are each repre- 
sented by six songs which are’ perhaps 
more generally known; but the rest are 

for the most part rare. They range from 
Glinka, whom Mr. Schindler calls an “ old 
master,” to the young men.of the present 
day and yesterday. Thé editor points out 
that -his object was. not to collect the 
most beautiful songs but those that give 
the most direct and charaéteristic expres- 
sion of the Russjan National character. 
He considers Moussorgsky, (whose opera, 
‘Boris Godunoff,’’ is. promised-at the 
Metropolitan Opera Houseé,) to be ‘ Rus- 
sia’s greatest musician, the greatest mu- 
sical. individuality this Slavic nation has 
possessed.”’ Consequently there will be 
mueh interest in the study of the eleven 
songs of his composition which are in- 
cluded in the collection, (no other com- 
poser 1s allotted space for more than six.) 


It: remained for the discriminating. mu- 
sicians andthe sympathetic understand- 
ing of the public of Paris, in the past five 
years, to discover that Motssorg- 
sky had lived and died in misery some 
twenty-five years agQ unknown to the 
outer world, yet leaving a marvelous be- 
quest jto hig Nation and to the world— 
compésitions sq strikingly new nd. orig- 
inal that they Seem to rank ahead ‘of the 
most modern living composers and which 
it would take generations thoroughly to 
absorb and appreciate. 

Here is excellent material for a Mous- 
sorgsky “boom” ahead; and with his 
opera and these songs a fair beginning 
ought to be made this season in thé proc- 
ess,of “ absorption and appreciation,” for 
succeeding generations to completé.’ .Mr. 
Schindler's introduction is ful of enthu- 
siasm and information concerning the 
other music likewise. The words of the 
songs are all given with English transla- 
tions, and the volume is as handsome in 








its remarks in reference to the unaccom- 
panied violin sonatas of Bach and Reger. 

Of the latter's work there.is yét such @ 
diversity of opinion that his ~ admirers 
must be content to: accept the criticism 
which is always bound.to-assail anything 
néw oF prominent, ‘whether or not it tends. 
toward ‘regeneration or degeneration. But. 
if Tue TimEs may appoint itself as a tem-| 
porary tribunal to sit.in judgment over 
the musi¢ of Max Reger, only time and 
the unanimity of musicians’ opinions can 
bé the ultimate one. « Therefore I will 
trust to time. and to the rare beauty of 
Reger’s music to speak for themselves in 
reply to the present assaults from his 
critics, and confine myself to answering, 
as best I can, your half query as to why, 
indeed, Bach chose to write solo sonatas.

ARGENTINE CONDITIONS. 


A Return-to Normal Conditions In the 
South American Republic. 


Sir Robert Harvey, speaking at the 
annual meeting of the Anglo-South 
American Bank in London, last week, 
told of conditions in Argentina. He 
said: 

“The year has been favorable, to 
gome extent, to the development of 
Argentina, although the crops were ad- 
versely affected by. drought. Wheat 
and oats, indeed, gave better results 
than the preceding year, and a consid- 
erable deficiency of the linseed crop 
was compensated by the exceptionally 
high value that crop fetched in the 
matket; owing to a drought of unpre- 
cedented severity and. duration, only 
10 per cent. of the maize crop could 
be gathered. The drought has come to

Estimate of Amount the World Has 
Used In Recent Years. 


The estimates made by Thomas R El- 
lison, the well-known English cotton au- 
thority, of the amount of cotton used by 
Europe during the cotton year that ended 
on Sept. 1 have been combined with its 
own American estimates and the best ob- 
tainable figures for the rest of the world 
by the Commercial and Financia] Chron- 
icle to make up a figure of cotton con- 
sumption for the whole world. According 
to this estimate the wiorld used up 16,+ 
568,000 500-pound bales during the year, 
@ consumption second only to the cotton 
year that ended Sept. 1,° 1906, in which 
16,979,000 bales were used. 

Mr.’ Bllison’s estimate. Sos 
year’s needs totals 1,350,000 bales of 
American cotton more than last year. He 
counts’ nearly 3,000; more_ spindles in 
the world than last year.
